For patients and staff, 
a big day full of changes

A hectic but focused scene unfolded 
early Friday morning inside Women & 
Children’s Hospital as medical person- 
nel buzzed around the pediatric inten- 
sive care unit to prepare the first group 
of patients to move to the new John R. 
Oishei Children’s Hospital. 

Twelve-year-old Olivia Reger, who 
was admitted Nov. 2 with aspiration 
pneumonia, was the first to leave in one 
of 15 ambulances making round trips 
throughout the day to relocate 125 young 
patients. 

Her mother, Erica, a human resourc- 
es consultant from West Seneca, didn’t 
expect to be part of the massive opera- 
tion and braced for it with the nervous- 
ness any parent with a sick child would 
feel. Olivia has epilepsy and cerebral pal- 
sy, and was receiving oxygen and intra-
